Editor's Note: This U the first hi a series of Interviews with 
Uu>> presidents of the various Tor ran op women's organizations. 
The two-fold purpose of these articles is to acquaint readers 
with the purposes of the various clubs, and, on a personal 
level, to find out just what qualities women look for in the 
people they ch<n»s+» as leaders.

In answer to the question, "In your opinion, what 
personal quality is responsible for your being chosen
president of the Torrance Jun-<§>-                   
ior Woman's club. Mrs. Robert 
L. Mowry answered promptly. 
"The lack of the ability to say 
no," she said.

Mrs. Mowry lx a young wo­ 
man whose gracious manners 
and good breeding are appar­ 
ent in the most casual social 
contact. In closer conversation 
with her, one is immeriintely 
impressed by the infinite 
warmth and deep interest in 
others t'hat are so much a part 
of her personality.

Since adolescence she has 
been active in various civic and 
social activities. She has always 
preferred to be Involved iu no 
more than two organizations at 
one time, because she is incap­ 
able of belonging to anything 
to which she cannot give her 
fullest efforts.

She was secretary of the Tor­ 
rance Scout center committee, 
and this Is still one of her pet 
projects. The purpose of t'he 
committee is to secure a much 
needed building for all Scout 
activities.

She finds jury duty at the 
South Bay Municipal Court one 
of the most fascinating activi­ 
ties which has engaged her 
attention.
